The present application has been thoroughly reviewed, upon searching a variety 
of databases, the examiner submits that claims 1-61 are allowable in light of the 
applicant's arguments at page 11-19 in Appeal Brief filed on 4/5/2005, and in light of the 
prior art made of record. 

The newly cited art "Protecting file systems: A survey of backup techniques", 
published 1998, by Ann.L. Chervenak et al. is directed to backup techniques for 
protecting file system, more specifically, backups techniques including file system, 
creating instantaneous, copy-on-write snapshots of the file system as detailed in 
Abstract, 2.1 through 2.4. 

The newly cited art WO 99/66401 , published on 23 December 1999, is directed 
to backup and restore for heterogeneous file server environment, more specifically, file 
server that provides for backup and restore of files in heterogeneous file server, where 
metadata associated with each file by each model or protocol is preserved across 
backup and restore operations. In the file server records each element of Unix 
metadata as an NT extended attribute for use by NT backup element, further on restore, 
the file server restores those file attributes from the analogous record [see abstract, 
page 2, line 10-26]. 
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The newly cited art EP 1484680 A1 published on 08 December 2004 is directed 
to non-disruptive backup and data processing system, more specifically, creating 
backup copyof the data stored within the memory comprises the step of progressively 
traversing the memory to create a backup copy of a respective portion of the memory, 
the respective portion, preferably, being different to the current portion of the memory 
used by the first process [see Abstract, page 2, col 2, 0007-0008].
